ROT. 


The Carmen’s Strike Culmi- 
nates in Bloodshed. 


Savage Encounters between Strikers 
and Railway Employes. 


Stones, Clubs and Pistols Used with 
Serious Results. 


Several of the Sutter-Strect Employes Badly Beaten 
—A By-Stander Fatally Wounded—The Mob 
Attempt to Lynch Superintendent 
McCord. 


By Telegraph to The Timea. 

San FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.] Yesterday afternoon 
a number of the car-strikers held an open 
meeting atthe corner of Arrel and Mason 
streets. They formed into a procession and 
marched to Sutter street. On the way the 
procession was augmented by the addition 
of a large number of boys. 
The procession wended . its way 
along Sutter street and when the first car 
made its appearance it was met by showers 
of stones from the boys. As other cars ap- 
proached they met the same treatment, the 
strikers, however, taking no part in the 
assault. The boys obtained laths with 
which they demolished the windows of the 
ears. The procession then turned its atten- 
tion to the other tied up line on Geary street, 
and here the cars met with similar treat- 
ment. 
BEATEN BY THE MOB. 

The police officers, when attempting to 
make arrests, were, in some cases, badly 
bruised. Twelve or fifteen persons were 
injured during the disturbances, but none 
seriously. Last night, Frank P. Swett, 
first assistant superintendent of the Sutter- 
street line, was assaulted by a crowd of men 
and severely beaten. Samuel Gibson, second 
assistant superintendent, was beaten into 
insensibility. The assailants are believed to 
have been hoodlums. 

ALMOST A RIOT. 

About noon to-day, as car 43, of the Sutter- 
street line, reached the terminus of the road 
at Central avenue, several of the strikers 
boarded the car and asked the conductor 
and gripman to desert. , They refused, and 
were pelted with stones by the crowd. The 
ear started down Central avenue, when the 
same request was made of, the gripman and 
conductor again. The strikers met with re- 
fusal. Another shower of stones followed. 
One of the new employés jumped off. the 
rear of the car ex- 
claimed: “You can’t take off the car,” 
and at the same time drew a revolver 
which he fired into the crowd, and a youn 
‘man was seen to fall, shot through the head. 
‘This shot seemed to act as a signal, and was 
immediately followed by a volley from other 
men who buarded the car at the terminus. 
The crowd seattered and ran in all diree- 
tions. Sergt. Birdsall caught the man who 
is claimed to have fired the first shot, and 
placed him under arrest. The man gave the 
name of John Kelsey. The shooting put a 
stop to all traffic on the line. Five arrests 
were made. Kelsey denies that.he fired the 
first shot. The young man wh was shot 
has not yet been identified. x 

AN EMPLOYE’S STORY®. 

SAN FrRANctisco, Dee. 13.—Different ver- 
sions are given of the fatality today. J. L. 
Kelsey, the first man arrested, is employed 
as a Watchman by the Sutter-street railroad. 
Ife stated that he was standing near Central 
avenue and Sutter street with Austin‘ Fitz- 
gerald and fhout a dozen other men, when a 
car containing men came along and the 
crowd commenced to smash its windows and 
stone the grfpman. “Seeing this,” said Kel- 
sey, “MeCord told us to drive them back if 
possible. We made a dash at the crowd, when 
they began throwing clubs and stones 
at us, and one of the stones hit me in the 
shoulder. Shortly after, one of our men 
dropped, when MeCord told us to protect 
that man and the car. I then drew my re- 
volver and fired four shots into the. air. 
The other men then pulled their pistols and 
commenced firing into the air, and I sup- 

ose that in all about a dozen shots were 
red.” In reply to questions he firmly ad- 
hered to his statement that he fired the 
revolver into the air, and moreover, said 
that every one of the other men that shot 
fired their weapons off up into the air. 
A POLICEMAN’S ACCOUNT. 

Officer McGinnis, who was on the dummy 
at the time the first shot was fired, tells the 
following story: “I arrested Eddie Farrell 
to appease the mob, and because three or 
four men said they would charge him with 
shooting into the mob. I did not see him 
shoot, and I dpn’t know who did shoot. I 
was on the dummy, and I did not count the 
shots. There were enough shots to satisfy 
me, and I did not trouble to see whether a 
few more or less were fired. I heard the first 
shot fired, but did not see it because I was on 
the dummy, and the shot came from the rear 
of the car, 
rocks and mud began to fly. I was hit three 
times myself by rocks but was not hurt 
much. hen we got down a little way 
the car was stopped and the shooting 
began. The mob wanted to kill McCord 
then, and they -wanted to getat Bob Fitz- 
gerald, one of MeCord’s men, who they said 

ept on firing his pistol into the crowd. 
Several men came to me to arrest this man, 
and so I arrested him and here’s bis pun, 
fullas you see.” Farrell was charged on 
the prison register with felony. 

THE STRIKERS’ VERSION. 

E. J. Vernew, a conductor on the Sutter- 
street line and one of the strikers, says that 
he was standing within a few feet of McCord 
when the shots were fired. According to his 
story the striking carmen had just dis- 
banded their procession and were endeavor- 
ing to get some of the new men who were 
working on the road to leave. They were 
all very yee and peaceable, and no threats 
of any kind were used. There were no 
stones thrown by the strikers, but some 
boys that followed the moving proces- 
sion may have thrown stones. When 
the trouble oceurred a few of the strikers 
were trying to induce the new gripman to 
leave the road, when MeCord ordered the 
men to leave the gripman alone. The 
strikers did not leave the dummy soon 
enough to suit MeCord, who became enraged 
and shouted to his mem to shoot. ‘ 

S. D. Hendricks, a striker, living at 1146 
Sutter street, and Michael Maroney; who 
says he was a disinterested spectator, sub- 
stantiated Vernew’s account of the shooting 
With the exception that Maroney~-did not 
hear MeCord tell his men to shoot,

After a short harangue 
from the sergeant of police, the men in the 
front rank began to waver and in a few 
seconds were scattering over the street. 
McCord and his men steod their ground 
until the excitement was over and a majority 
of them then left the scene. 

A FEARFUL SCENE. 

The scene during the fighting was one of 

eat excitement, Spectators fled in all 

irections, wild with fear, cursing and 
yelling at each other to “get out of the way.” 
Above all the din rose the terrified shrieks 
of women, some of whom were so frightened 
that they had not strength to get out of 
danger’s way. Some fainted and had to be 
carried into their residences, while others 
sat down on their. doorsteps and cried 
bitterly. There were those who had rela- 
tives in the crowd, and these rushed around 
wildly looking for their friends and calling 
their names in a frenzied way. 

THE VICTIM IDENTIFIED. 

Ata late hour to-night the dying man was 
identified as Benjamin Heinze, by his 
brother, who stated that the unfortunate 
man was a farm-hand, recently from the 
country, and was merely a spectator at the 
scene of trouble. 

AN INDIGNATION MEETING. 

A mass meeting, under the auspices of 
the Federated Trailes, was held this even- 
ing at Metropolitan Hall, to express indig- 
nation at the occurrence which took place 
on the Sutter-street railroad to-day, and 
which resulted in Ben Heinze being fatally 
wounded. Over 5000 ple were present. 
The speeches which were made censured 
the railroad authorities for the manner in 
which they endeavored to prevent the strik- 
ers from gaining the point which is at issue 
between them and the company. A resolu- 
tion was adopted calling upon the Federated 
Trades to undertake the prosecution of the 
case against the person or persons who caused 
the shooting of Heinz. 


LORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


Second Session. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Dee. 13.—Senate— 
Debate was resumed on Mr. Morrill’s reso- 
lution declaring it inexpedient for Congress 
at its present session to attempt to legislate 
on the tariff. At the close of the debate Mr. 
Morrill moved a reference of his resolution 
to the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Beck opposed such reference and sug- 
gested thatthe Senators on both sides should 
urge on their friends in the House to pass 
some tariff measure so as to bring the ques- 
tion before the Senate in some practical 
ow agua and thus open the doors fairly to de- 

e, 

Mr. Morrill said he would be the last man 
to cut off the Senator from Kentucky from 
the opportunity of making a speech on the 
tariff. He therefore would not press the 
motion to refer. 

The resolution was then laid over, and 

Mr. Hoar moved to take up the bill repealing 
the Tenure of Office Act. 
Mr. Platt protested that the special order 
as to open executive sessions of the Senate 
should take the precedence of any other 
matter. 

Pending the consideration of Mr. Hoar's 
bill, a message from the House was pre- 
sented, on the subject of the death of Repre- 
sentative Dowdney of New York. A reso- 
lution was adopted for the appointment of a 
committee to attend the funeral, Senators 
Miller, Ransom and Voorhees being ay 
pointed such committee, and as a mark of 
respect for the deceased the Senate ad- 
journed. 

House.— Under the call of States the fol- 
an and resolutions were introduced : 

By Mr. Oates of Alabama—To provide for 
the appointment of a Congressional com- 
mittee to attend: funerals, and to prohibit 
the draping of public buildings in mourning.. 

By Mr, Lawier—Resolutions stating that 
the rapidly accumulating surplus in the 
Treasury is in excess of the needs of the 
government for its support and the dis- 
charge of the bonded debt; that the coast 
defenses are inadequate to protect the land 
and sea-coast cities, and that nearly one 
million men are unemployed, and aectacival 
it to be the sense of the House that alarge 
proportion of the surplus in the Treasury 
should be expended through liberal appro- 
priations for repairing and properly equip- 
ping the coast defenses and for the con- 
vtruction of ships. 

The following is the text of a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Hewitt to-day: 

SeEcTION 1. That out of the moneys in the 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to anticipate the pay- 
ment of so much of the interest-bearin 
bonds of the United States as sha 
be in excess of the rate of 38 
per cent: er annum by payment 
in gross of such sum in each case as shall be 
equal to the aggregate present worth of 
such excess of interest thereon, and for the 
purpose of ascertaining such present worth 
of interest upon the amount paid by the 
United States in anticipation of such excess, 
interest shall be computed at the rate of 3 
per cent. per annum, reinvested quarterly, so 
as to secure to the United States th: benefit 
of compound interest thereon. 

Sec, 2. That when such payment of in- 
terest in anticipation of maturity thereof 
shall have been accepted by any holder of 
the bonded indebtedness of the United 
States, the bonds shall be distinetly stamped 
and properly indorsed in such manner as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, so 
as to show the reduced fate of interest there- 
after to be paid thereon, and the coupons, if 
any, shall be cut off and canceled, 
and for the coupons so canceled 
Shall be substituted new coupons, bearing 
the reduced rate of interest, and the bonds 
so stainped shall be receivable by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency as security for the 
issue of circulating notes of any national 
banking association to the full extent of the 
par value of said bonds, instead of 90 per 
cent., as how required by law.

“I am well acquainted 
with Ben Mohammed,” said Stanley, “hay- 
ing known him since 1876, when I 
made a contract with him to aecompany 
me with  a_ foree of men_ for 
fifty days. We are good friends, and I pre- 
sume King Leopold wants me to go and put 
a stop to his inroads.”

FOREIGN NOTES. 


STRONG TESTIMONY IN FAVOR 
OF LADY CAMPBELL. 


A Balkan Potentate'’s Palace Shat- 
tered by Dynamite—A Hungry 
German Throws a Rock at Km- 
peror William—Floods in India. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Loxpon, Dec. 13.—[By Cable.| The trial 
of the Campbell divorce case was resumed 
to-day. Dr. Wicks testified that he had made 
an examination of Lady Colin Campbell, 
and ascertained that the lady had never had 
a miscarriage. 

Frank Miles, an artist. and Neptune Blood 
both testified that they saw Lady Colin 
Campbell in London, on Sunday, August 13, 
1883, the day on which the defense alleged 
that she was at Purfleet Hotei with the 
Duke of Marlborough. 

Neptune Blood testified that he had, since 
the beginning of the trial, examined the 
door of the dining-room -in Cadogan place. 
through the kevhole of which the man- 
servant O'Neil testified he once saw plaintiff 
and the Duke of Marlborough in criminal 
intercourse. Witness stated that there were 
flaps over the keyhole on both sides of the 
door. He looked through but could not see 
any object on the floor 6 feet away, hor any 
article in the room clearly enough to swear 
to its identity. 

_Mrs. Blood, Lady Colin’s mother, testified 
that the engagement between her daughter 
and Lord Colin Campbell was made without 
her knowledge. She denied that she pressed 
the marriage. She declared it untrue that 
Lord Colin ever told her anything about his 
health, except that he said he had an opera- 
tion performed. She never would have given 
her daughter in marriage to a man in sucha 
loathsome condition as Lord Colin was if 
she had known it. Witness swore that Lady 
Colin was in her (witness's) house on Sun- 
day, August 15, 1883. 

In cross-examination Mrs. Blood said she 
was anxious to break off the marriage be- 
tween defendant and her daughter, because 
the C ampbell family treated her daughter so 
badly, and, she added, “it was a wretchedly 
bad marriage.” Witness said she saw no 
reason why her daughter should not associ- 
ate with the Duke of Marlborough, who, 
witness declared, was no worse than many 
others who yzot off more lightly. 

Russell, counsel for plaintiff, promised to 
conclude the case for Colin on Wed- 
nesday. ‘Fhe Judge said he would sit until 
midnight every day rather than permit the 
hearing to linger over the holidays.

Many 
persons in the East who meg like to serve 
and encourage ‘alifornia pro- 
ducers by buying California wines, are re- 
strained © because they are unable to 
procure wibe under conditions that 
insure their purity. If such per- 
sons could trade directly with the 
Eastern agents of  well- n  vine- 
yards, the consumption of * pure California 
Wines, as a substitute for the adulterated 
wines of France, would be greatly tocreased. 
California wines are counterfeited in the 
East, as the recent condemnation of 5000 
gallons of the counterfeit product by the 
officers of the health dep artment in this e¢ ity 
clearly shows. yvreatest market for 
California wines and raisins will be found 
in the Eastern seaboard States. The 
notorious adulteration of French wines. 
has prepared this market for the California 
produc t. It has created a demand for purity 
In wines, and this. is 
California can supply. Now the California 
producer should strive to perfect a plan by 
which he ean put hjs goods into this market 
under conditions that Will convince the con- 
sumer that he enjovs all the advantages 
which he would have if he should buy at the 
vineyards.”

A POLICEMAN ATTACKED. 


A San Francisco pennies Stabbed 
by an Unknown Man. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.] Early this morning 
Police Officer E. J. Osgood was stabbed in 
the neck by an unknown man. Osgood, not 
realizing he was cut, immediately gave pur- 
suit, but was soon forced to stop from weak- 
ness caused by loss of blood. Osgood then 
made his way to the City Receiving Hos- 
pital, where his wound was dressed. It was 
not at that time considered dangerous, but 
a few hours later a secondary hemorrhage 
set in, trom the result of which Osgood died 
at 11 o'clock. Before his death Osgood 
made a statement of the cutting. 

He said that the man came up to him and 
asked him how to recover a watch which 
had been stolen from him. Osgood told him 
and the man, seemingly satisfied, walked 
across the street. A few minutes later he 
returned apparently to say ap say more, 
but when he got close to the officer he sud- 
denly drew a knife and stabbed him without 
a word of warnir ig. Osgood was unable to 
identify the assassin, owing to the darkness 
which prevailed at the time the stabbing was 
done. Deceased was abont 48 years old, and 
leaves a family. He had been on the force 
over eight years. 

NOT DEAD AFTER ALL. 

SAN Francisco, Dee, 15.—Police Officer 
Osgood, who was stabbed this morning by 
an unknown man, had a protracted swoon 
about 11 o’clock, from loss of blood, and was 
thought fora while to be dead. Vigorous 
niinistrations, however, brought him to con- 
sciousness.

California delegation are considering what 
can be done to prevent King Kalakaua from 
negotiating a loan of $2,000,000 abroad, and 
it is believed the subject has already re- 
ceived some consideration by the Secretary 
of State.

The magnitude of the labor vote in 
the revent municipal election in New 
York city has caused a lively discus- 
sion as to President Cleveland’s ability 
to carry the State two years hence. 
His admirers profess to believe that he 
has gained enough strength among 
the Republicans and independents to 
more than offset any loss that he 
might suffer fromthe labor vote or gen- 
eral Democratic dissatisfaction. This, 
of course, is purely a conjecture as there 
is no tangible evidence upon which 
to found such an opinion. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to note the 
reply which the New York Sun made to 
an inquiry as to its opinion of Cleve- 
land’s ability to carry the State against 
Blaine. The Sun says: ‘In 1884 Clye- 
land had 563,154 votes in New York and 
Blaine 562,005. This plurality was un- 
questionably due to the Rev. Dr. 
Burchard’s gratuitous attack upon the 
Catholic religion, in his speech ad- 
dressed to Mr. Blaine at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel just before the election. A 
vast body of the Democratic voters of 
this State were opposed. to Mr. Cleve- 
land and resolved to beat him, but this 
speech drove back enough of them to 
save his election by the small plurality 
of 1000. 

“Since Mr. Cleveland has been Presi- 
dent he has done nothing to conciliate 
these hostile Democrats. On the con- 
trary, by his appointment of Mr. Phelps, 
as Minister to England, he has ren- 
dered them more hostile and more 
unanimous than ever. ’ 

“But has he gained strength from 
the Republicans and the no-party men 
to make up for this falling off among 


the Democrats? This is a ques- 
tion that can only be answered 


by conjecture and opinion. since there 
has been no election that furnishes 
conclusive and absolute evidence on 
the subject. In 1885 Goy. Hill carried 
the State by a plurality of 11,134 over 
his Republican competitor, 10,000 more 
than Cleveland had had; but as com- 
pared with the Presidential election, 
the aggregate vote was nearly 145,000 
less, 72,000 Republicans and 62,000 
Democrats abstaining from the polls 
altogether, so that the final returns of 
that election are far from decisive re- 


—specting future probabilities. 


“Again, in the recent mayoralty 
contest in this city, while the aggre- 


gate vote was only 18,000 less, Mr. 


Hewitt ran nearly 43.000 behind Cleve- 
land, a comparative diminution due 
chiefly to the defection of a vast body 
of working Democrats who went over 
to Henry George and so-called 
labor party. If Mr. Cleveland were 
once more a candidate, could he bring 
back these erring brethren? Possibly; 
and yet it must be remembered that he 
has never been a favorite with the 
workingmen. 

“On the whole, we incline to the 
opinion that if Cleveland and Blaine 
should be the candidates in IsSS88, the 
chances in New York would be rather 
in Blalne’s favor.” 


The Valiey of San Jacinto. 


The San Diego Union states that

to us.””. The new town of San Jacinto

town in San Diego county, and already 
contains, with the country immediately 
adjacent to it, three or four thousand 
inhabitants. It is easily reached from 
Los .Angeles, being about a dozen 
miles south of the station of San Gor- 
gonio (Beaumont) on the Southern Pa- 
cific, and sixteen miles gst of Perris 
on the California Southern. The valley 
is extensive, fertile and well watered, 
and is destined to grow into import- 
ance as to population, production and 
trade. 


Wood Man, Chop That Tree! 


A correspondent of the San Diego 
Union makes a fierce attack upon 
what he sneeringly calls “the fashion- 
able fad of the day,” to wit, tree-plant- 
ing. He argues to prove that tree- 
planting is just what San Diego don’t 
need. The City of Baynclimate, 
according to this  correspondent’s 
notion, has become too metropolitan to 
indulge in.the rural weakness of shade 
trees. The streets are needed for 
business. Says this correspondent: 

Our city has passed out of the village 
stage and it is time to abandon village ways. 
Serubby roads are giving way to graded 
Streets. Sidewalks of varying width and 
grade—alternate aseents and pluages— 
Strips of planking with intervals of dust in 
summer and mud in winter—are being_re- 
“moa , walks of plank or stone of uni- 
orm width and grade; and the tree uni- 
sance—alike offensive to the eye and to the 
sense of cleanliness and neatness—is fast 
being removed from the business streets. 
The removal should be accelerated by proper 
ordinance, and prohibition for the future 
enforced, The pepper tree, with its low 
hanging. foliage, loaded with dust in the 
summer and dripping with moisture in 
winter and spring, shedding masses of dead 
leaves and seed all around, and the strag- 
gling, spindling eucalyptus, with its acc+m- 
paniment of falling foliage and offensively 
smelling seed to communicate its vile odor 
to the boots of passers by, have too long en? 
cumbered our thoroughfares. Set out orig- 
inally Without system, at varying distances 
between the lots and the street, they have 
neither form nor comeliness that they should 
be desired. But even were these trees 
planted according to some rule of regularity 
they are, especially in business Streets, a 
sheer, unmitigated nuisance. I have resided 
in San Diego long enough to remember see- 
ing the first of these trees planted. Those 
that have had the best attention and have 
reached the best and largest growth attaina- 
ble in eighteen years, are simply larger nui- 
sances now than in their earlier — 
They can never be anything else on the fre- 
quented business streets. 

**Cut it down! why cumbereth it the 
ground?” is the biblical anathema and 
the conundrum that this iconoclastic 
tree-hater hurls against the few trees 
that line San Diego's streets. 

To ‘‘a man up a tree’’—even a San 
Diego tree—it would seem.that there 
was no danger of overdoing the tree- 
planting ** fad” in that ambitious town. 
But everybody to their liking. If the 
people of San Diego want to scorch 
and shine and shine and scorch for- 
ever on a treeless slope, they have that 
privilege.

AT CUBERO. 


“LUM” AND “pOC” VISIT THE GU- 
BERNADOR OF ACOMA.,. 


A Pop at the Evasive Coyote—A 
Rough Midnight Ride—Old Cu- 
bero and Its People—A Lively 
Centenarian. 


The train stopped at MeCarty’s while we 
were yet talking of the accident; and our 
converse was unmusically interrupted by 
the insistent ululation of a coyote close by. 
1 went out on the platform, and there in the 
serene moonlight was the cuss—tomer erect 


‘upon his haunches in the middle of the side- 


track, not 25 feet away. The gall of -the 
scoundrel! I yanked the six-shooter, but he 
was too previcus for me, andin theinst mt it 
took to draw a bead on the spot where he 
was, he wasn’t there—but down in the 
ditch where he knew the light was too poor 
to shoot by. I gave him one just for luck, 
but he just laughed and strolled off. 

At 11 o’clock the train stopped for us at 
Cubero, and we rolled ashore. In company 
with one of the drummers. We had sent 
Antonio over on foot in the afternoon from 
Grant’s; and like all Acoma trotters, he 
had easily covered the 25 hilly miles in two 
or three hours. Now he loomed up beside 
the track with a big farm wagon and two 
tough little cayuses. We loaded Neu- 
stadt’s sample trunks and our own 
traps into .the springless vehicle, got 
ourselves: more or less securely perched on 
top of them, and rumbled away up the 
road, trusting to God and Antenio to pull us 
through in good shape. If any of you delude 
yourselves into thinking you ever were 
jolted, I wish you had been with us that 
night. Over broad acequias, across the 
rapid Rio Sant’ Ana, over gullies and rocks 
and hummocks and holes we kept our 


thunderous way, all the time holding 
for dear life to the heavy trunks. 
It was (a holy terror. Up past the 


corn-fields and the peach orchards, the 
chile tches and the corrals of three 
little Pueblo settlements—offshocts from 
Laguna—we bumped and banged. Then up 
a canon to the north, beside a musical cree 
and under crumbling cliffs; and at. last, 
at a half after midnight, Antonio reined the 
bronchos in beside a comfortable ’dobe in 
uaint Old Cubero. In a few minutes more, 
Neustadt was snoring in the store, while 
Doc and I interviewed Morpheus in the 
pleasant bachelor quarters of Mynherr 
Block, who was off buying wool, and had 
specially dedicated his room to us. 
hen we awoke next morning the sun 

was high above the eastern mesa; and upon 
sallying out we found Don Salmon Bibo— 
my excellent friend the trader, who is now 
Governor of Acoma—awaiting us. We all 
marched over to his comfortable casa under 
the cliff, and had a soothing hreakfas 

cooked by Acoma one but with plans an 

specifications drawn in Germany. It was a 
elicious meal, anyhow, and reflected un- 
limited credit ‘upon’ Sefiora Bibo— 
the daughter of the last Governor, 
concern whose housewifely __vir- 
tues [ had something to say a year 
ago. It wasa pleasure to meet her in, 
and note her Be ay in the ways of our 
civilization. t my last visit, she was busi- 
ly engaged in certain significant sewings; 
and now we found the cutest little Acoma- 
American, and heiress-apparent of the Gu- 
bernador’s thouse. Babies are something 
like tooth-brushes--no one cares for any- 
body's else—but it would be a very swinish 
heart that did not “cotton to’, brown little 
Laura. As for goodness, and freedom from 
adesire to howl the welkin into irremedi- 
able fragments, I only wish the prize Amer- 
ican baby—not to mention the ay 
were half so commendable. Love and en- 
deavor are always pretty sights to look upon; 
and it has always interested me great y to 
watch this young housewife in her patient 
and apt reaching after those American 
habits and ideas which were so absolutely 
unknown and foreign to her birth. She has 
made really remarkable progress, and is not 
satisfied yet. The probability is that she 
will be out here in Los Angeles this winter, 
in an excellent family, to finish up her 
domestic education. She has with her at 
present a very handsome Acoma girl of 
about 18 years, named Annie Thomas, a 
graduate of the government Indian schoo] 
at Carlisle, Pa. She has disearded the 
aboriginal dress, and speaks English more 
correctly than a great many Americans. 

It was impossible for us to go over to 
Acoma that day, so after breakfast anda 
little visit we strolled around taking points. 
The town of Old Cubero is little and dull, 
but never lacking in interest toan observant 
American. Br’er Bibo’s store is in itself no 
slouch of a place for the student of human 


nature. All day long customers are com- 
ing and going—Mexican grandees and 
Mexican henchmen, descendants of the 


Aztecs from Laguna and its many little 
colonies, and even from El Rito, and now 
and then a family of dusty emigrants stop- 
ping to get hay for their mules and pro- 
visions for themselves. We had a greatdeal 
of entertainment with the children of the 
Sun, who are really the descendants of the 
old Aztecs, but are popularly and errone 
ously called Indians. Among those who 
came around to the store during the day 
were a couple of my friends from 
Acoma—Alegandro and Viejo Garcia..'The 
latter is the fat,toothless but jovial pos who 
has seen more than a century; and whom | 
once saw win a slashing horse race against 
a lot of lithe young bucks. He is still as 
agile as a cat—too agile for my camera, in 
fact, for a very hazy = shows me that 
he slid away a foot or two ata critical 
moment when I wasn't looking. 

Among the characters of Old Cubero is 
the nonogenarian Pablo Pino—a Mexican 
well-heeled with coin, and with nothing 
else. He lives in a big low ’dobe, a stone's 


throw froin the» store, and nearly all day 


long may be seen sunning himself in front 
of his door. Pablo is a wealthy man, but 
his bill of fare consists of mutton, chile 
and = frijoles, from vear’s end to 
years end, and his apparel would 
race a member of our chain-gang. -In his 
1ouse he keeps 70,000 great, big cartwheel 
dollars, in a hole in the ground; and Sefora 
Pino, a sylph of 80 summers and 500 pounds, 
sits upon that treasure all day long and all 
night long, too. Those riches will have to 
have pretty strong wings to fly away while 
she keeps her sit-uation. 

So we rambled about all day, taking pict 
ures, exploring the mesa top among the 
venerable ruins there, clambering around 
the wild cliffs, and enjoying life generally, 
till early bedtime called us to a good founda- 
tion sleep for an early start to Acoma in the 
morning.
